it is we conceive for this purpoſe, that Major O'diver 
took up his abode during the laſt ſummer months 
on the Humming rocks, where the chiefs of thoſe 
birds are known to frequent ; our friends, Lawyer 
Scape and Doctor Prieſt, who are both natives of 
your country, and have always an eye to its in- 
tereſt, we ſhall endeavour to prevail upon to ſound 
the Major on this ſubje&, as we know they fre- 


- quently dine with him; and ſhould this treaty take 


place, which we now think there is little doubt of, 
you may depend on our conveying to you the fir{t 
intelligence of its ratification ; it is eaſy to foreſee 
in what manner this treaty will affect the commerce 
of your country with ours, it muſt occaſion here an 
aſtoniſhing demand for freſh ſprats—we therefore 
adviſe you to be the firſt in forming a friendly in- 
tercourſe with the venders of this article, and Hand 
ready to make a ſweep of all in the market as ſoon 
as we give you the word for ſo do ng. Since 
writing thus far, we have received information of 
the arrival in our roads of the Iriſh brig Friſky, 


Captain O*Blarney, this veſſel made her paſſage 


out in thirteen weeks from Balanyhumbug ; the 
Captain, who ſeems to be a man of underſtanding, 
reports, that when he was getting under weigh, an 
expreſs arrived overland at Balanyhumbug from 
Old Sarum, with the pleaſing intelligence of that 
city having declared independence ; for three days 
we are told that the citizens were without a leader, 


but on the fourth day, a great part of the Britiſh 
Meet came over to. them, and were moored under 


the walls, for the protection of their town towards 
7 | 5 * the 
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the ſea;— the citizens were ſo fortunate as to find a 
young man on board one of thoſe ſhips whoſe name 
was Plunder; him they elected for Preſident, 
and choſe two houſes of Repreſentatives ; they have 
fortified their town ſtrongly, and there is but little 
fear of their preſerving their liberty. Immediately 
upon declaring independence, they fitted out ſeveral 
ſtout privateers, who were lucky enough to make 
many valuable captures; amongſt others, a great 
many waggons loaded with dollars bound from Fal- 
mouth to London were taken, and ſafely lodged 
within the city walls. We have much to regret 
our lack of better information on this very impor- 
tant event, as it certainly opens a fine field for ſpe- 
culation for the inhabitants of this country. We 
are told by an Iriſh gentleman, that the city in 
queſtion is ſituated on a rock, and that the citizens 
are much in want of garden ground within the 
walls; this information is partly confirmed by an 
old ſoldier, who was born in England, except in 
one point; inſtead of the inhabitants of Old 
Sarum lacking ground, he ſays, they lack water. 
—As we are determined. on not letting ſlip ſo 


favourable an opportunity of making a fortune at 


one daſh, we have therefore diſcharged the cargoes 


of {ix brigs and ſchooners that were loaded for the 


Weſt Indies, and have chartered ten, and bought 
eight more veſſels of the ſame deſcription, all of 
which are now loading as expeditiouſly as poſſible 
with garden ground and water, one or other of which 
articles it ſeems poſitive mult be in grzat demand at 
Old Sarum, for which place thoſe veſſels will prg- 
ceed as ſoon as they can be cleared out. We thall 
deſire the Captains to ſecure a loading of dollars for

We have in 
conſequence, this day, drawn on you twenty-five 
bills more for 1,000/. each, payable to Habakkuk 
Grabble, and Co.; thoſe we feel confident will beduly 
honoured. We requeſt that you will omit no op- 
portunity of forwarding us the carlieſt intelligence 
of all political events, as next to receiving a very 
quick and general ſupply of goods, nothing is fo 
deſirable to us as information of this ſort. After 

having written to the laſt period, we were broke in 
upon 5 our friend Jealous, who informs us, that 
ſundry bills which we fold to him about three 
months ago on your houſe, have been diſhonoured, 
and proteſted for non-acceptance ; really, gentle- 
men, we know not how to account for your con- 

duct in this tranſaction, as by referring to our 
books, we find that thoſe bills were drawn in part 
vf a conſignment made by us to you, at that time, 
conſiſting of 3,750 barrels of prime ſmoke ; this 
we were at infinite pains to precure and head-up, 
and were induced to enter into the ſpeculation, in 
conſequence of receiving advice from our friend ard 
correſpondent Mynheer Van Croker of Holland, 
ſtating, that the red herring trade had left that 
ccuntry for England, and that he imagined the 
Engliſh would ſucceed in curing as good red her- 
rings as the Dutch, if they knew how to ſmoke 
them. This pointed out to us, that the article of 
ſmoke would be likely to net a handſome profit in

GENTLEMEN, | | 
ENCLOSED we hand you a Letter, which, 


upon pour arrival in England, we will thank you 
to ſeal up and deliver as directed. Should this 

letter not produce the defired effect on the perſons 
for whom it is intended, it will then be beſt for 
you to hunt after credit for yourſelves, and to ſhip 
your own goods, &c. This is a thing not very 
hard to be accompliſhed in England; and, in order 
to aſſiſt you in this way, we hereunto annex a few

rules, which were practiſed by ourſelves with good 


ſucceſs in that country, about ſeven years ago.--- 
Take about ten or twelve thouſand dollars with 
you, to make a ſhew; this ſum you may raiſe upon 
loan to be paid on your return. It will be beſt for 

ou to land at Briftol ; but, in that city, it will be 


imprudent for you to attempt to do buſineſs ; the 
Briſtol people are too deep to be caught. Indced, 
1f you deal with them, they will be more likely to 


cheat you out of all your dollars, than you will be 
to obtain twenty ſhillings worth of goods from 
them on credit. Eeave this town as ſoon as poſſi- 


ble, and paſs on to Bath. Here it will be proper 
to ſport your curricles, retinue of ſervants, &c. In 
this city you will find the richeſt families of the 


kingdom aſſembled, and three or four thouſand dol- 
lars ſpent amongſt them will not be thrown away. 
Your rank in the army will give you free acceſs to 
the Ladies; it is on them you mult make your at- 


tack ; they will ſpeak of your grandeur, and ſound 


your names to the remoteſt parts of the kingdom. 
| An

In your intercourſe with thoſe fair iſlanders, it will 
be neceſſary for you to attend to two things. Do 
not tell them of their faults, nor offer marriage to 
any one of them. If you do the firſt, you will 
make them your enemies; and if you marry, you 
will ruin your growing fortunes. Your object 
muſt be to get hold of property, without incum- 
brances. Five hundred thouſand pounds worth of 
dry goods, bonght on credit, and ſhipped off ſecurely, 
is certainly better than a foriune of forty or fitty 
thouſand pounds got with a wife. From Bath you 
_ mult viſit Birmingham, Sheffield, all the Yorkſhire 
Towns, and Scotland. Mancheſter you may take 
as you return to London. The people of Bir- 
mingham, Sheffield, all the Woollen Towns in 
Yorkſhire, and the Scotchmen, are to be dealt with 
in this manner. You muſt viſit their manufactories, 
and aſk the price of every thing you ſee. They 
will of courſe tell you; and your reply muſt al- 
ways be, this article is fifty per cent. cheaper than 
we have been accuſtomed to have it ſhipped to us 
from London. This will induce ſome of them to 
offer you credit, in hopes thereby to cheat you, by 
over-charging fuch goods as you buy of them. 
When you have brought this point to bear, which- 
is all that you have to aim at, purchafe and ſend off 
to Liverpool and Hull, all the goods that you can 
lay your hands on. At Mancheljer you will have 
no trouble. "The Mancheſter men will do buſineſs 
with any body, although they are ſure of being 
ruined by it ; rather than not keep their machinery 
going, they will ſpin up their own entrails.--- 
ondon, however, is the grand harveſt-held, where 
you will find the greateſt abundance of every thing 
that you ſtand in need of. There are ſeveral little 
85 A & towns 
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towns in the North, and other parts of the kingdom, 
which we have forbore to particularize. As an 
angler will ſometimes find, in ſmall brooks, tiouts 
of a monſtrous fize, where there is ſcarce water 
enough to cover their backs, fo you, in ſome of 
thoſe ſmall towns, will find over-grown manufac- 
turers, who, with dextrous management, you will | 
not fail to catch. Perhaps you may be ſurpriſed at 
our not having recommended your viſiting Hull 
and Liverpool. It is becauſe we think you can do 
nothing to advantage in either. Thoſe towns are 
of no other uſe to people 1n our line, but as places 
of export for the goods that we ſwindle the Bir- 
mingham, Yorkſhire, and Mancheſter people out 
of, London, we again repeat, is the place of all 
other places to anſwer your purpoſe. Upon your 
arrival there, you mult take lodgings, with a count- 
ing-houſe annexed thereto, in an expenſive part of 
the city. You mult likewiſe hire five or fix clerks ; 
but take care to chooſe thoſe who know nothing of 
buſineſs, for fear they ſhould blow you. Frequent 
the Coffee-Houſes, the Change, and the Cuſtom- 
Houſe ; we will conſign you two or three cargoes 
to give you conſequence. Call on all the Whole- 

- fale Fradefmen, and feel their pulſe. This muſt 
de done by buying a ſingle piece of any ſort of 
goods from them, and paying ready money for it. 
Some of them who are flats, or young beginners, 
and who have not been many times hooked before, 
will offer you credit. When this is the caſe, per- 
haps it will be as well to refuſe it at farſt ; this will 
make them the more eager to do buſineſs with you. 
Remember, the Londoners do not take the ſame 
bait as the Yorkſhire men. You mult here haggle 
with the tradeſmen, and beat them down in their 

rx price; 
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price; by thoſe means you may draw them on to 
pack up and export the very beds they ſleep on; 
nor will they ever reflect on the conſequence, unt! 
they are left with their wives and families penny- 
leſs. This is the genius of the people; and it 
muſt be your buſineſs to encourage them in fol- 
lowing their favourite purſuit. When you are 
fettled in London, let us hear of your ſucceſs before

GENTLEMEN, -. 


WE now inform you of our arrival in this city, 
after landing at Briſtol, and having made the tour 


of Britain, as far as Glaſgow. Your friendly in- 
ſtructions, delivered in a letter before we left the 


Moon, we have followed as much as it was in our 
power to do, and ſhall now endeavour to give 


you an account of our ſucceſs, The city of Briſtol 


we paſſed quickly through, finding the people to 


be exactly as you ſtated. As ſoon as we reached 
Bath, we took expenſive lodgings, ſet up our car- 
riages, hired ſervauts, &c. and looked out ſharp for 


the Ladies of Fortune that you mention to be 
frequenters of that place. You certainly muſt be 
miſtaken in the deſcription that you have given us 
of the inhabitants of this country ; but in nothing 
ſo much as in the character given the Ladfes.--- 
We found at Bath, and elſewhere, women of family 
and fortune; and to this we may add, women of 
good ſenſe, as was ſufficiently evinced by their 


conduct towards us. We have never met with 


females of character, in public, except a father, 
huſband. or brother accompanied them; nor have we 
ever obſerved any of the women af this country 
pay the leaſt attention to the falſe glitter with 
which we have attempted to deceive them. Many 
of the married females, to our certain knowledge, 
have preſerved their huſbands from ruin by warning 
them not to truſt us. The people of Birmingham, 
York\hire, and Scotland, we likewiſe find to be 


this.

En 


this tour, we have only been able to obtain credit 
from three or four houſes; who, we conceive, to be 
new beginners, and imagine they have never been 
taken in before. The Mancheſter peop e are milked 
dry; from them we have got noth ng; and at 
London we have met with little better ſucceſs, If 
the genius of this nation ever was as you have 
ſtated it to be, it is now aſſuredly altered. So far 
from finding the people inclined to fell us, on credit, 
as many goods as we chooſe to purchafe, it is with 
the utmoſt difficulty that we can prevail upon a 
tradeſman to take the trouble of ſhewing us half a 
dozen articles. Their eyes are now opened; and 
we conceive the preſent generation mult paſs away, 
before it will be poſſible for our countrymen to gull 


them again for any conſiderable amount. When 
we enter one of their warehouſes, to feel ther pulſe, 


as you term it, they ſeem to eye us with ſuſpicion ; 
and before we have looked at helf a ſcore articles, 
they uſually aſk for what market we want them. 
No. fooner do we mention our country, than they 
turn pale, tremble, breathe hard, ſtare on us with a 
| ghaltly grin; and ſhew, by other indubitable ſigns, 
that they ſuſpect danger to be near, In this manner 


we are drove from their houſes. At the Change 


and Coffee- Houfes we meet with treatment of the 
fame ſort. The Keepers of the Coffee-Houſes re- 
fuſe to let go our trunks, till we have paid them for 
our board and lodging. In this dreadful dilemma 
we applied to Mefirs. John Bull and Co. your eld 
_ correſpondents, for advice; they received us kindly, 
and aſked us to dinner. In the courſe of the day 
:we ventured to open to thoſe Gentlemen the nature 
of our bulineſs in England, as explained in your 
letter, which we delivered to them. They 3

their heads, and ſaid, that in iruſting ycu to fo 
large an amount, they now found they had acted 
very imprudently ; and, at the fame time, declared 
their determination to proceed no further in making 
advances for you, or any one elle, out of the country 
in which they live, beyond ſecurity in hand.--- 
They likewiſe ſolemnly affirmed, that nothing 
ſhould tempt them to become acceſſary to the ruin 
of any of the Britiſh manufacturers, or tradeſmen ; - 
and, therefore, they requeſted that we would give 
no references to their houſe. This unexpected 
conduct of theirs, added to what we had before 
experienced from the tradeſmen of this country, 
quite diſconcerted all our plans. Our embarraſſinent 
was eaſily perceived by John Bull and Co. who 
aſked, if it was in their power to relieve it; and, 
at the ſame time, offered us their advice and ſervice, 


in any way which would not endanger their pro- 


perty, or characters. We thanked them for the 
intereſt which they appeared to take in our con- 
cerns ;-and as we found that nothing better could 
be done, we at length reſolved to declare to thoſe 
Gentlemen our real ſituation, and to implicitly 
take their advice for the rule of our future conduct. 
For this purpoſe we ſtated to them our worth, and 
the rank that we held in our own country, ex- 
cluſive of the titles of General and Colonel, 
which, as you well know, was nothing more than 
Tavern-keepers. They told us that we were per- 
forming a baſe act; and that our capital did not 
intitle us to carry on a hundredth part of the bu- 
ſineſs that we were graſping at; to which they 
added, that ſuch adventurers as we are had done 
an irreparable injury to our country, by fixing a 
ſtigma an the charatters of its inhabitants, which

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time would not eaſily efface. We pleaded our ex- 
cuſe by ſaying, that we only attempted to do 
what thouſands had done before us; and that their 


countrymen were entitled to ſhare a part of the 


blame with us, for the credulity that they at all 
times ſhewed by giving credit to foreign adven- 
turers. To this they rejoined, that if we could 
obtain credit from their countrymen, without 
having recourſe to evaſion or falſehood, they then 
would not blame us for taking as many goods as 
we could procure people to truſt us with ; but, 
aid _ in order to get thoſe goods, you ſhould 
{tate candidly, in the form of an advertiſement, 
what it is that you really want, the exact time of 
credit that you require, and the returns that you 
mean to make for the articles that you purchaſe, 
This advice of theirs we have adopted; and here- 


_ unto annex, for your peruſal, a copy of an adver- 


tiſement, which we mean to publiſh in all t'e 


Engliſh newfpapers. This plan is our dernier re- 


ſort ;- and ſhould it not ſucceed, we then intend to 
leave this country with the few things that we 
have already collected, and take our paſſage to the 
Moon in the firſt conveyance that offers, With
